TACKLED A TARTAR. 


GOSCHEN BITTERLY DENOUNCED IN THE 
COMMONS BY HARCOURT. 


The Liberal Victory at Spalding—Gladstone 
Preparing for a Vigorous Campaign— 
Balfour’s Memorandum—Hartington Re- 
plies to Gladsténe—Turkey Fails to 
Ratify the Anglo-Turkish Convention— 
The Fourth“ in London and Glasgow—A 
Terrible Disaster in Hungary—Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, July 5.—The tremendous victory 
at Spalding, where one voter in seven bas 
changed his mind since the last election, has 
infused new and much needed spirit into the 
Liberal party. A man who was dining with 
Gladstone last night, tells me that the latter 
isin most pugnacious epirits. Schnadnorst 
informs me that the winter campaign in En- 
gland is to be conducted with great vigor. He 
himself is about to lay in a stock of energy in 
Switzerland, for this purpose. Probably a 
public statement of the funds ot the party will 
be made for the first time and a vigorous ap- 
peal be issued for a large sum. 
The contest in North Paddington 
is being fought with the greatest energy, 
although the election of a Tory is certain, the 
Liberal object being only to reduce a majority 
of 500 at the general election. 

GOSCHEN AND HARCOURT. 

In Parliament last night there was a tremen- 
dous duel between Goschen and Harcourt, in 
which the former received the severest hand- 
ling that has fallen upon anybody for some 
time. Goschen began by attacking Morley, 
declaring, with unnecessary pompousness, 
I the charge of obstruction, with the con- 
Pnivance of the front opposition bench has not 
been made, I will-make it.’’ He screamingly 
extolled the Queen’s personal serviceto the 
country aud the empire in the cause of union- 
ism and vebemently charged the leaders 
of the opposition with falling in their 
highly responsible duty by neglecting to 
support the executive in its huge task, which 
day by day was becoming more difiicult.’’ 
Harcourt bounded to the table, flung his hat 
upon it, and opposed Goschen in scathing 
language. It was meet, he said, that the 
sneaking language they had just heard should 
come from a convert. He charged Goshen 
with always speaking in the spirit of ade- 
serter. ‘‘You have gone from this bench,’’ 
he sald, ‘‘a deserter. We will take care you 
do not return toitaspy.’’ At this thrust eye - 
witnesses state that Geschen’s sallow face 
turned palpably green. arcourt concluded 
by describing Goschen as having danced the 
death dance of government. 

BALFOUR’S MEMORANDUM. 

A memorandum issued to-day from the Irish 
office, signed A. J. B. (Balfour's initials) 
states that £317,000 were spent from 1879 to 
180 lau refleving the distress of five unions in 


which amounts to 156,000. This is instructive, 
for in these very unions plans of campaign 
have been put in operation five times because 
the landlords refused a reduction of 2 per 
cent. The campaigners are thus exocrated as 
thieves for endeavoring to reduce impossible 
rents inadistrict where every soul has re- 
ceived over & in charity in six years.

BALFOUR’S BROKEN PROMISE. 
LONDON, July 5.—Mr. Timothy Healy, in a 
letter to the papers, says: ‘‘Mr. Balfour, in 
Parliament and by letter to me, flatly denied 
that he promised to add a clause to the 
Crimes bill allowing an appeal from all 
sentences imposed by a magistrate. Now he 
admits that he did make such a promise and 
also admits that be broke it, and gives his 
reasons forsodoing. Ishali not discuss his 
explanation, because to every honorable man 
itis clear, his reasons were as excellent as 
they are flimsy and futile; that there could be 
no justification for his refusal to carry out the 
Government's solemn undertaking. ’’ 

AFTER DYNAMITERS. 
LIVERPOOL, July 5.—The police to-day made 
a search of the place where the alleged sworn 
band of dynamiters were reported to have 
held their meetings. Nothing of a serious 
nature was found. The police are now de- 
bating the advisability of arresting the sus- 


pected men. 
HARTINGTON REPLIES TO GLADSTONE. 


The Marquis of Hartington to-day received a 
deputation, and in utis address made an elabo- 
rate reply to Mr. Gladstone’s recent state- 
ments respecting the reported existence of 
disputes on the Irish question in the Liberal 
Cabinet in 1885. Lord Hartington says 
there were serious disputes, and 
that he frequently wished to resign 
from the Cabinet, but yielded to Mr. Giad- 
stone’s strong remonstrances and remained 
in the Ministry, The Marquis continuing, 
challenged Mr. Gladstone to obtain the 
Queen's consent to have the Cabinet pro- 
ceedings of the period referred to published 
so that the public could see for itself the na- 
ture of the differences in the Cabinet, and who 
were on one side and who on the other.

FIVE YEARS IN THE PENITENTIARY 


For John O’Hara, Whe Was Under Sentence 
a of Death. 


This morning Oircuit- Attorney Olover ac- 
cepted a plea of guilty to manslaughter in the 
second degree from John O’Hara, and recom 
mended that he be sentenced to five years in 
the penitentiary, which was done. O’ Hara was 
convicted of murder in the first degree at his 
trial, and was sentenced to hang, but a few 
weeks ago the State Supreme Court reversed 


the decision of the lower court and remanded 
the case for trial. In view of the fact 
that the man had been convicted 
of murder in the first degree, a 
five years sentence appears a remarkably light 
one to give him. ircuit- Attorney lover 
explains his acceptance of the plea 
on the ground that under thedecision of the 
State Supreme Court it would be impossible to 
convict >’ Hara of anything more than man- 
slaughter, and he says thatif the trial court 
had instructed for murder in the second 
degree, asthe State Supreme Court holds it 
should have done, there would never have 
been a conviction for murder in the first 
degree. He was convicted of that because the 
jury had to either find for murder in the first 
degree or let him off with two years in the 
penitentiary. They were unwilling to tlet him 
off with two years, and so convicted him o 
murder in the first degree. 

HIS CRIME. 
O’Hara struck Mre. Mary McColler, an old 
woman, with a beer glass on the head, Octo- 
ber 12, 1884, and she died four days later from 
the effects of the blow. She and O’ Hara lived 
on different floors of the house No. 1509 North 
Ninth street, and on the day of the killing had 
words about O’Hara giving Mrs. Coller’s son 
some beer to drink. She used some ver 
abusive language to him, and 0 Hara struc 
her over the head with a beer glass, 
fracturing her skull and inflicting injaries 
which caused her death. As it was 
done in the heat of passion and without malice 
aforethought the defense claimed that it could 
not be anything higher than murder in the sec- 
ond degree.

“JUMP FOR YOUR LIVES!” 


THE SENSELESS CRY WHICH CAUSED A 
FATAL PANIC IN A STREET-CAR. 


One Passenger Killed and Several Seriously 
Injured—A Fatal Mishap—Long List ef 
Fourth of July Casualties—Cut in Two by 
An Engine—Disastrous Display of Fire- 
works—A Day’s Mishaps. 


FITCHBURG, Mass., July 5.—A terrible accl- 
dent occurred yesterday afternoon on a car of 
the Fitchburg Horse Railroad Company, When 
one woman was instantly killed and two 


other pasbengers received injuries which will 
probably prove fatal, while several others 
were badly hurt. Every seat was filled, the 
aisles crowded, and 
were hanging 
rear platforms and the sides of 
the car. When a short distance out of the city 
the horses become frightened and the driver 
lost control of the animals, The car jolted 
along atarapid pace and some one shouted 
from the rear platform: ‘‘Jump for your ite 
They jumped from their seats, forcing those 
who were standing in the aisles between the 
seats out to the platforms. A few jumped from 
the car ind escaped unhurt. 

Marion O’Brien was pushed from the plat- 
form and fell headforemost upon the rocks in- 
side the track. Her neck was broken and she 
died immediately. 

Mary O’ Hara was forced out of her seat and 
tell from the car, striking her bead and re- 
maining unconscious for some hours. 

A man named Cahill leaped off and fell to the 
ground, breaking his leg at the thigh. 

Allen McCarthy leaped and fell, breaking his 
collar bone and both ankles. 

In the crowding and 82 Robert Mait- 
land was forced over the dashboard of the 
rear plaaform and was cut and bruised and 
sustained a fatal internal injuries. 

Thomas Cunray also fell off the carand tas 
hurt internally. Several others, in leaping or 
being pushed off, were more or less injured, 
but were able to go home without assistance. 
The injured, and Miss O’Brien, who had died, 
were removed to the roadside and given sur- 
gical assistance. Thecar did not leave the 
track, and all would have escaped had they 
remained quiet. Itis expected that the in- 
juries of at least two other passengers will re- 
sult fatally.

- THE MAYOR'S POLITICAL CREATION PROVES 
VERY REFRACTORY. 


—, 


How the Delegates Proposed to Get Even 
With the Mayor, Who Says He Is Willing 
to Go Into That Game If They Are— 
Breaking the Combine Against the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal Bill—Municipal Mat- 
ters. 


* According to the City Hall gossip Street 
Commissioner Turner is Mayor Francis’ 
Frankenstein. He was created against all the 
laws and principles of Democratic doctrine 
out ofthe Republican minority, and the rem- 
nants of Democratic dissatisfactién in the 
Council. In this way he was endued 
with a convulsive political life, which for 
a long time threatened to go out 
in the Council Chamber while his confirma- 
tion was pending. Since then he seems to be 
avenging his creation, and the lack of 
political sympathy among the Democratic 
office-holders at the City Hall on his young 
creator. Several citizens called on Mayor 
Francis in relation to the position of Superin- 
tendent of the Southern Street District. His 
Honor finally concluded that it would be 
wise to remove Superintendent Gast and to 
fill the position by nominating ex Central Com- 
mitteeman Thien. The Mayor was slow to 
come to a conclusion, but on reaching it he 
notified the Street Commissioner. Gen. Turner 
informed the Mayor that Gast, the incumbent, 
suited him, and he saw no reason for making a 
change. The Mayorsaid he saw good reasons, 
With these lights each held his ground. The 
Mayor finally informed the Street Commis- 
sioner that he wished to have the change 
made. The Street Commissionersaid that on 
an official notification he would make the 
change and on that only. During the latter 


part of the week the change was made on the 
requested notification. This is the seeond 
time His Honor has cigshed with his intract- 
able political creature. Sometime ago he de- 
sired to make a change in the northern district 
where it was complained thatthe Republican 
Supervisor did not give Democratic applicants 
a fair chance. His Honor advised a change, to 
which the Street Commissioner paid no atten- 
tion. When His Honor persisted in having 
the matter remedied, the Street Com- 
missioner not only removed the objec 

tionable Republican, but with him 
a batch of Democrats. The supervisor was 
subsequenti taken into another branch of the 
department, while the Democrats were left to 
devote their attention exclusively to states- 
manship. Mayor Francis is careful not to 
make 10 objectionable recommendations, 
and there is an increasing probability that one 
of these days be will make the street depart.

His further interest was that he wished to see 
the process put into execution during his ad- 
ministration, as he hoped to be able to 
point back, to this at the end of his term 
of Mayor as an enterprise placed on foot 
during his administration, but if the game 
was getting even he was perfectiy willing to 
play atit. It was shortly after hearing this 
speech which was delivered in terms of force 
if not cloqpence, a marvelous change took 
nee. About this time the combine began to 
reak. 

The Mayor holds a winning hand in the game 
of getting even. Delegate Wand, who has 
been so active in his opposition to the Mayor, 
has two brothers op the Fire Department, one 
brother in the Water Rates Office, and a broth- 
er-in-lawin the Harbor and Wharf Depart- 
ment.

Judge Valliant Decides the Rent and Tax 
Suit in Favor of Sam’l Ecker. 


Judge Valliant this morning decided the 
case of George A. Hynes vs. Samuel Ecker, 
which he has had under submission for some 
time, in favor of Mr. Ecker. In August, 1877, 
Charles L. Hunt, the Lucas estate and the Pat 
tersons, owning all the property lying between 
King’s highway and Union avenue, Page ave- 
nue and the St. Charles rock road, leased the 


same to Jesse L. January, C. 
Carr and E. 8. Douglass for n 
termof ten years at an annual rental and 
taxes amounting to $3,000 a year. 

The lessees with others associated with 
them then became incorporated as ths St. 
Louis Jockey and Trotting ‘Ulub to whom they 
assigned these leases, though the leases con- 
tained a probibition against assignment with- 
outthe landiord’s consent. Soon after the 
Jockey Club mortgaged their lease-hold in- 
terests to secure debts, and the 
debts not being paid at maturity 
the property was soid under these mortgages 
and purchased by Samuel Ecker, who contin- 
ued to use the grounds for a race- course. The 
original owners of the property never recog- 
nized Ecker as a tenant, though Ecker paid 
the rent and taxes stipulated by the leases 
from 1880 to January, 1885, when he ceased to 
use the grounds, the grand stand having 
burned down and the Falr Grounds Associa- 
tion having been organized. | 

The original lessors then brought suit in the 
name of George A. Hynes against Kcker for 
the rent and taxes, amounting to $,000, which 
was defended upon the ground that the 
lessors could not now hold him, having re- 
fused to recognize him as the tenant and after 
repudiating his tenancy. Broadhead & 
Haeussier and Judge E. B. Adams represented 
the plaintiff; Nathan Frank and C. G. Drum- 
mond, the defendant. The case will be ap 
peaied to the higher courts. 


A COSTLY BONFIRE.

CAMPBELL SCORED. 


BY RECORDER OF VOTERS WILLIAMS IN AN 
OFFICIAL COMMUNICATION, 


While Coensidering the Appropriations for 
Street Sprinkling and Other Expenses the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House 
Referees an Official Set-To — Delegate 
Clark Is for Sprinkling the Streets—Other 
Expenditures. 


Messrs. Stone, Clark, Sullivan and Weisen- 
burger of the House of Delegates Committee 
on Ways and Means met at noon to-day to 
consider the appropriation dill, and in ten 
minutes $20,000 was pruned off for the street- 
sprinkling fund. The first item was for clean- 
ing and repairing macadam streets. The Street 
Commissioner asked $200,000. The Comptroller 
allowed $175,000. Tne Council cut this figure 
downto $155,000, adding the balance to the 
street sprinkling fund. The next item was 
$40,000 for cleaning the granite and asphaltum 
streets, Messrs. Clark and Weisenburger 
voted with Messrs. Stone and Sullivan to cut 
this figure down to 320,000. Oarried. Mr. 
Weisenburger then moved to add the $20,000 to 
the macadam street fund. Messrs. Stone and 


-| Sullivan opposed this, and the $20,000 was lefts 


unappropriated, Committeeman Sullivan re- 
marking, We'll keep that for street-sprink- 
ling.’’ 

The item for public improvements and 
salaries asthe committee disposed of it was 
$590,000. Last year $676,276.65 was expended, 
$944,717 was asked for, and $711,900 allowed by 
the Comptroller, $623,250 allowed dy the 
Council. 

‘‘Now, gentlemen, said Committeeman 
Weisenburger, you have got over $120,000 for 
sprinkling, and I'm glad of it.“ 

„So am I. said Committeeman Clark. 
The Post-DISPATCH jumped on me before I 
said boo about street-sprinkling. It reminded 
me of the story of two fishwomen who were 
quarreling. Achild of one of them, standing 
by, plucked his mother’s gown and said, 


call her a — —~ —— before she calis you 
one. —— were too premature. I’m for 
street sprinkling.’’ 


When the item of Milk Inspector was reached 
it was decided to give that office $2,500. The 
office is created by ordinance, but no ap- 
pointment has ever been made. 

‘‘What’sthe use of that office?’’ demanded 
Committeeman Weisenburger. 

‘*To enforce the law,’’ replied Chairman 
Stone. 

‘*Enforce the law for $2,500?’’ 

— — . 

They "ll pay more on the other side, said 
Committeeman Wetsenburger, clinching his 
argument against the recommendation. 

The item for Municipal was $0,000, and Com- 
mitteeman Sullivan proposed to cut off $12,500, 
the item of salaries, and to add the amount to 
the sprinkling fund. The proposition was 
dropped after a little pleasantry. 

An item of $6,000, allowed for catching 
and killing dogs, was cut down to $3,000 
as recommended b the Comptroller. 
A comparison was made between the receipts 
from this source and the expenditures. It was 
stated that the year in which $18,000 was re- 
ceived the police had been very active in see- 
ing that the ordinance in relation to dog taxes 
were strictly enforced. Since then the ordi- 
nance has not been strictly enforced and the 
revenue has fallen off., 

Chairman Stone announced that the dele- 
gates had hada sample of economy. They 
were cut down $3.30 on the quarter’s account. 
He said he thought it was avery small piece 
of business, Nothing could be done, how- 
ever, as the money had been retained in the 
treasury. 

THE RECORDER’S ROW. 

On the appropriation forthe ofice of Re- 
corder of Voters the committee spent con- 
siderable time. Chairman Stone presented to 
the committee a 1 rey from the Re- 
corder enclosing the opinion of the Attorney- 
of the State on his office. The 
that he had submitted an 
year to the Comptroller.

The total expenses for the last vear were

letter stated that the Comptroller had repu- 
diated the debt incurred by the precinct can- 
vas ‘‘because it was used in purifying the 
election lists.“ Referring to the Comptroll- 
er's statement before the Council that $1,800 
could be saved by cutting off a clerk who 
is not needed Mr. Williams says: The rep- 
resentation had not the slightest foundation 
in fact, no clerk or deputy receives a salary of 
$1,800, and there is not a person employed in 
the office whose service is net absolutely 
necessary.“ 

After defining the employmentof the clerks 
and deputies, he further pays his compliments 
to Comptroller Campbell as follows, scoring 
that official without mercy: 

In looking for a motive forthe action of 
the Comptroller in asking the Council to de- 
duct $1,500 from the $7,400 which he had pre- 
viously recommended,it is readily found when 
it is understood that the salaries of Mr. Scott 
and Mr. Bluck amount together to about 
$1,800 and thatthey are engaged upon work 
tending to cleanse the registraticn lists, similar 
to that upon which the precinetclerks were 
engaged, for which work by said precinct 
clerks the Comptroller has refused to provide 
payment. 

Whatever may be his motive he has gone 
beyond the limit of his authority to control 
the action of the Recorder by refusing to pro- 
vide for the payment of the costs and ex- 
penses ofhisoftice. * * * His new zeal for 
economy in the Recorder’s office provokes in- 
quiry into his past action. Tue writer then 
gives the list employed by Recorder Hob- 
litzelle, continuing as follows: ‘‘Thus it ap- 
pears that for nearly three years the 
Comptroller has approved due payment of 
nearly $7,000 per annum as salaries under 
the former management of „the oftice—a 
management which, either throngh gross ne- 
giect or sometidug worse, resulted in placing 
at least 10,000 fraudulent names onthe regis- 
tration lists and in the finding of 1,030 in- 
dictments against the persons engaged in 
that criminal work. In contrast with this 
the Comptroller has refused to recommend 
the appropriation of the sum of $2,345 ex- 


pended in paying the precinct clerks 
employed by the Recorder to aid the 
Board of Revisers in purifying these 


lists, and has succeeded in getting the Countil 
to strike off $1,800 from the pay ofthe Ro- 
corder and his deputies and clerks, thus 
reducing the appropriation to $5,600, being 
$1,172 less than the amount expended by the 
former management with his sanction and ap- 
proval as above staced. In this connection it 
seems proper to say that the purification of 
the registration lists will not be 
defeated by any action the Comp- 
troller may think proper to take. The 
Recorder believes itto be his duty under the 
laws and his official oath to purify those regis- 
tration lists, and nothing that the Comptroller 
or those who concur in his views can say or 
do can prevent that duty from being per: 
formed. — mis representation as to 
the requirements of this office the Comptroller 
has succeeded in carrying out his views in 
the Council. It remains to be seen if he 
will have like success in the House 
of Delegates.’’ Mr. Hays sad that 
no one should oppose granting the best means 
for purifying the lists and to prevent the repe- 
tition of the frauds which had been brought to 
light in the Federal Courts.

Trouble in the Coke Region. 

CoLtumsus, O., July5.—The State conven- 
tion of the Union Labor party this morning 
nominated the following ticket by acclamation 
except the members of the Board of Pubilic 
Works: Governor John Seitz of Tiffin; Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, J. F.{MeDonald, Sprinafield ;

offences, that all discriminations by employers 
against lawful associations of employes to se- 
cure their rights violate constitutional rights 
of the citizen and shall be declared a felony.

Mr. Powderly’s Speech. 


SCRANTON, Pa., July 5.—Fifteen thousand 
persons attended the Fourth of July celebra- 
tion in Court-house Square last night.

A BIG CONFLAGRATION,. 


The Town of Clarendon, Pa., Almost entirely 
Destroyed by Fire. 
ERIE, Pa., July 5.—The town of Clarendon, 
in the upper oil country, and on the Philadel- 
phia & Erie Railroad was almost wiped out by 
fire last night. The conflagration started in 
Beacon Brothers’ wells and in the Weaver 
House. The town being without a fire appa- 
ratus, was helpless. The Warren Department 
arrived, but without sufficient hose. The Phila- 
delphia & Erie Rallroad authorities run all 


relief possible to the doomed town. The fire 
spread from the Weaver House, taki in the 
Post-oftice, John Logan’s hotel, Melvin Jack- 
son’s gents’ furnishing store, C. Weil’s cloth- 
ing house, M. Shower’s barber shop, C. 8. 
McCandle’s drug store, G. W. Hill’s grocery, 
Boyd Brothers’ grocery and 100 other business 
houses and dwellings.” One man was burned 
to death by a bursting oil tank; others are 
missing. The fire at 12:30 a. m. had spread 
to the Henry House and involved the depot. 
Tne people are panic-stricken and are seek- 
ing the hillsides to escape the burning oll. 
No estimate can be put on the loss, but there 
is every reason to lieve that it will reach 
,000. There is but little insurance. 
No further particulars of the Clarendon, Pa., 
fire had been received in this city up to 2 
o'clock this afternoon. The fire has practi- 
cally cut off telegraph communication with 
the town, and all messages are taken subject 
to a delay of three hours.

| KAUB IS FREE. 


THE BOSS LOTTERY SHARK OUT ON THE 
STREETS, 


When He Ought to Be Serving a Sentence of 
567 Days in Jail—Criminal Carelessness 
the Cause of This Flagrant Outrage—Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Claiborne Attempts to 
Explain Matters and Succeeds in Making 
Some Very Startling Statements — Re- 
markable Ending to a Very Remarkable 
Case. 


Through the carelessness of some court 
official Ed Kaub,.the boss lottery man, who 
should be in jail serving out a $1,000 fine, is 
now at large. Three years ago he 
was convicted in the Criminal Court 
of advertising lottery and sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment in the Work- 
house, and the same year he was fined $1,000 
in the Court of Criminal Correction for selling 
lottery tickets. Both cases were appealed to 
the State Supreme Court, where 3 
until the latter part of last year, Kaub being 
out on bond all this time. November, 22, 1886, 
an execution was issued against him on the 
$1,000 fine, the Supreme Court having sustained 
the judgment of the lower court in this case. 
The Sheriffreturned the execution December 
2, and his return states that he was unable to 
find any goods, chattels or property 
on which tolevy and had committed the de- 
fendant to jail While 
Kaub was in jail the Supreme 
affirmed the decision in the case in which he 
was sentenced to six months in the Work- 
house for advertising lottery tickets. 
Janu 4 of this year he was taken out 
of jail, where e was serving his 
$1,000 fine, and sent tothe Work- house on the 
sentence ofthe Criminal Court. Yesterday his 
six months were up there. and he was turned 
out, although the 51, 000 dne aguinst him has 
never been satisfied. There is nothing in the 
mgs return to show that Kaub is not still 
n 0 

THE SHERIFF TO BLAME. 

The blame rests with the Sheriff. He should 
never have permitted Kaub to leave jail while 
he was serving outan execution there, and 
ho did let him go should have taken the pre- 


caution to et him back when his 
time in th ork- house @n the other 
sentence had been served. Joseph Har- 
rington, the Chief Deputy at the Four 


courts, states that the execution was issued 
while Mike Kenefick, now Clerk of the Court 
of Criminal Correction, was chief deputy in 
tbe Sheriff's office at the Four Co and 
Harrington says he knew nothing of the 
execution. He can give no explanation of 
letting him leave, jail. The clerk of the court 
shows his records which are all correct in the 
oase, and thus washes his hands 
of all blame in the matter, while 
the Criminal Court officials very truly say that 
the sentence of their court has been complied 
with and that is all they are interested in. 
Kaub’s fine was $1,000 and the costs in the case 
will probably foot up §200 more. This would 
make his time of service in jail at the rate of 
a day, which is allowed on afine of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, just 600 days. Of 
this he has served from December 2 to Janu- 
ary 4,or thirty-three days, leaving 567 days un- 
served. 
WANTS THE FINE. REMITTED. 

This morning ex-Gov. Thomas C. Fletcher, 
attorney for Kaub, called at the Court of 
Criminal Correction in reference to the matter 

and stated that he Intended making an effor 
to have the court commute the fine. He will 
probably file bis motion either this afternoon 


-or to-morrow morning, and in it will state his 


reasons why he thinks the court should remit 
the fine or at least a portion of it. 

CLAIBORNE’S QUEER TALK. 
Prosecuting-Attorney Claiborne takes a 
rather strange view of the matter for a State 
ofticial. Speaking of it to-day he said: ‘‘I 
think it is the intention of Kaub to pay this 
fine, but he will first endeavor to have it or 
atleast a part of it remitted. A motion to 
this effect will be filed andI have no hesitation 
in saying that I think the Cour, oughtto 
grant it. 

„On what grounds?“ 

Well, Kaub has served six months in the 
Work- house and has already paid one fine of 
$1,000, while other men engaged in the same 
business are let off with fines ranging from $10 
to $100. I think he has been sufficiently pun- 


ished.’’ 

But after paying this first $1,000 fine did he 
not go right back into the same business, and 
has he not made enough money out of this 
legitimate business to very easily pay 
another fine?’’ 

‘*Thatis very true, but why should he pay 
those fines while other men are let off with so 
much smaller fines?’’ 

But are they not the small fry and small 
venders, while Kaub has been a lottery leader 
for years and has grown wealthy at the busi- 
ness? Do you think he should be permitted to 
escape a fine when hehas made sufficient 
money in a criminal business to pay it?’’ 

‘*] certainly think he should not be made to 
pay this fine after the punishment he has 
already received.’’ 

It is not likely that Judge Noonan will enter- 
tain any motion to commute Kaub’s fine un- 
til the lottery man bas been rearrested by the 
Sheriff and returned to jail. Mr. Claiborne 
holds that Kaub is entitled to oredit on his 
$1,000 fine for the six months he served in the 
Work-house in addition to the thirty-three 
days he was in jail on thetine.

FOURTH Or JULY FRACAS. 


A Railroad Man Severely Cut by a Negro— 
His Condition To-Day. 


A serious fight occurred at noontime yes- 
terday between Frank Delohe and a negro 
named Robert McKinney. McKinney resides 
in a frame house on the east side of Broad- 
way, south of Kraus street, Carondelet, 
and at the noon hour, yesterday, he was 
sitting in the house with his wife, in the 


rear room, with the front door open. Delohe, 
who is a brakeman on the Iron Mountain Rail- 
road, while passing by on his way to work, 
threw a firecracker into McKinney’s house 
for fun. The fun of the thing was 
suddenly changed into seriousness, tor Me- 
Kinney picked up a knife and gave chase over- 


taking Delohe on the railroad track, 
near Robert avenue. At this point 
the men faced each other, and afew remarks 


were passed, when they came to blows. Both 
men are very powerful, but Delohe was evi- 
Gently getting the better of his opponent, 
when McKinney picked up the knife which he 
had dropped and plunged it into his 
opponent’s left breast, immediately under 
his heart, making a severe gashin the side. 
Delohe cried for heip and then fell to the 
ground fainting from loss of blood. As soon 
as McKinney had done the stabbing he 
fled, taking a skiff near Bowen street 
for the Illinols shore. Delohe was con- 
veyed to Dr. Reber’s office, where his 
injuries were pronounced serious, but not 
dangerous. From the doctor’s office he was 
senttothe Missouri Pacific Hospital. About 
10 o’ clock this morning the Delohe family re- 
ceived information from the bospital that 
Frank was dead. 

The report proved untrue, however, and at 
8 o'clock this afternoon the wounded man was 
reported by the doctor to be much improved. 
Delohe is not quite A years of age. The police 
are now busily engaged in hunting 
McKinney, who is described as a copper-col- 
ored negro, ö feet and s inches in height. He 
wore, when last seen, a white slouch hat, red 
shirt, black trousers and buckled shoes. 
Delohe resides with his parents on Fillmore 
street, near the river front.

DEALY’S DECISION. 


THE OREGON & CALIFORNIA TO FORM A 
THROUGH LINE TO ’FRISCO. 


The Long and Shert Haul Rates—A Former 
Opinion Quoted inithe Last Decision— 
Some of the Important Clauses of the 
Interstate Commerce Law Construed. 


PORTLAND, Ore., July 5.—It appears from the 
petition on which Judge Dealy rendered the 
decision mentioned in these dispatches last 
night, that the Oregon & California road will 
be soon connected with the California & 
Oregon, when the two will form a through line 


tween these points thereis also water com- 


munication by. steamers and sailing 
vessels that carry passengers and 
freight at less than the average 


cost of transportation by rail between said 
places and all intervening stations; that the 
Oregon Pacific Railway, with the ald of steam- 
boats on the Willamette River, now receives 
a portion of the freight which would be other- 
wise carried on the Oregon & California road; 
that the Canadian Pacific connects with a line 
of steamers running between ite Western 
terminus and San Francisco, and that to 
compete with such all water and rail and 
water transportation it is necessary to make 
corresponding rates on the Oregon 4 California 
roads. The receiver asks first,whether under 


the interstate commerce act, such rates can 
be made for through traffic as will enable the 
Oregon & California road to compete for the 
same at points where competition by water or 
rail existe, although the rates for the lon baul 
between Poitiand and San Francisco or inter- 
vening points may be less than those for a 
shorter haulin the same direction between 
said places or such points; and, second, 
whether in conjunction with the 
Northern Pacific Railroad or other 
transportation lines the Oregon and 
California may meet the competition of the 
Canadian Pacific or other lines on transcon- 
tinental business originating to the North and 
and East of Portland, although its share of the 
through rate may be less than the local charges 
over the road or its share of the through rate 
on competitive business between Portiand and 
San Francisco. 
JUDGE DEALY REFERS 

at some length to a decision he made two 
ears ago in the case ex parte Koehler. in which 
he authorized the receiver of the Oregon & 
California to make lower rates for a competi- 
tive long haul than fora short haul, notwith- 
standing the act of the Oregon Legislature of 
1885, known as the ‘‘Hoult Law’’ which pro- 
hibited corporations from charging a greater 
rate for carrying similar property for a short 
haul than for a long one in the same direc- 
tion. The Court says: ‘‘This opinion has 
been before the world for more than two 
years and on account of the importance of the 
subject, has attracted some Attention, but, 
so far as I am aware, it has received no 
unfavorable criticism and time and reflection 
have fully satisfied me of the justice of the 
ruling. The interstate commerce law is in- 
tended, among other things, to prevent dis- 
crimination between long and short hauls, 
except where ＋ are made under substan- 
tially dissimilar circumstances and conditions. 
In my judgment, in limiting 
the prohibition contained section 4, 
has recognized the rule laid down 
in ex parte Koehler as the proper 
one. Freight carried to or from a 
competitive point is always carried under sub- 
stantially dissimilar circumstances and condi- 
tions from that carried to or from non-com- 
petitive points. In the lutter case the railway 
makes its own rates. Inthe former case the 
circumstances are altogether different; the 
power of the corporation to make rates is Um- 
ited by necessities of the situation; competi- 
tion controls the charge. It must take what 
it can get, or, as was said in ex parte 


Congress

xO to rust. Competition may not be 
the only circumstances that makes the 
conditions under which long and short hauls 
are performed substantially dissimilar, but it 
certainly is the most obvious and most effect- 
ive one and must have been in contemplation 
by Congress in the 
PASSAGE OF THAT ACT.“ 

The Court refers tothe cases of the Union 
Pacifie Railway versus the United States (10 
U. S. 662 and 117, U. 8. 855), wherein the com- 
pany charged the Government local rates 


tor transporting United States troops 
from Council Bluffs to Ogden—such 
rates being higher than the Union 


Pacific’s share for a through passenger to San 


Francisco. The question was decided in favor 
ofthe Union Pacific by the Supreme Court, 
which held 117 U. 8. ) the service rendered 


by arailway company in transporting local 
passengers from one point on its line to 
another, is not identical with the service 
rendered in transporting a through passenger 
over the same rails. The decision 
of the Supreme Court in these 
cases were doubtless present in the 
mind of Congress at the passage of the inter- 
state commerce att, but under the interstate 
act, mere difference in distance is not such a 
circumstance as will justify a greater or even 
an equal charge fora short haul than a long 
one, vet Congress must have contemplated 
that there might be such a difference in the 
circumstances attending a long and short 
haul as would make it necessary for 
railway corporations in the retention and 
ucguimtion of the business for which 
itis constructed and operated,to charge less 
for a long haul than a short one. Congress 
never intended to make of this act a prucrust- 
ian bed in which the conduct of the business 
of roads engaged in interstate commerce 
shall be made to conform to one arbitrary rule 
without reference to probable and even un- 
avoidable difference in conditions and cir- 
— ate under which it must be trans- 
acted. .

To pay $11,250,000 of interest on the 4% 
bonds one year in advance is to lend that 
amount to the bondholders without inter- 
est. It would bethe same as adding a 
fraction to the bond rate, or making the 
bondholders a present of $506,250 every 
year out of the Public Treasury. To pay 
$30,000,000 of interest a year in advance on 
the 4 per cent bonds is tolend that amount 
without interest to the holders of those 
bonds, or practically add $1,200,000 a year 
to the interest ‘*‘nominated‘in the bond.“ 

Yet because it is lawful for the Admin- 
istration to get rid of less than half of 
one year’s surplus by paying $41,000,000 of 
interest a year in advance, it sees no ne- 
cessity for haste in reducing the surplus 
by reducing taxes. And because the 
Administration is so much inclined to 
their plan of reducing the surplus, the 
bondholders are sending out circulars 
showing how the Treasury would save 
large sums by paying a premium of 14 
per cent for the 4% bonds maturing in 
1891, and a premium of 30 per cent for the 
43 due in 1907. 

Such premiums are far above the pres- 
ent market rates, but not more so than is 
justified by the kindly efforts of the Ad- 
ministration to bull the market by sug- 
gesting that it will be under the necessity 
of paying bond interest.a year in advance 
till Congress reduces taxation. If Con- 
gress should adopt the Administration’s 
view that there is no necessity for being 
in a hurry to reduce taxation, and that 
President-making is of far more pressing 
importance, excessive taxation will be 
continued indefinitely for the purpose of 
making the bonds worth two millionsa 
year more to the holders, or forcing the 
payment of $35,000,000 more than the face 
ofthe 4%s and $220,000,000 more than the 
face of the 4s. 

Perhaps the payment of such immense 
bounties to bondholders isthe best and 


can be applied. That the Administration 
is by law authorized to use the surplus 
thus cannot bedenied. But to continue 
excessive taxation when thisis the best 
use to which the proceeds can be applied 
is unmerciful robbery under the forms of 
law. Itis wringing money from the hard 
hands of toilers to lay richer offerings at 
the feet of the pampered money power.

JUDGE DILLON GIVES F. I. OPPENHEIM A 
SEAT AT THE ’FRISCO BOARD. 


The Recent Election Not Otherwise Dis- 
turbed, But the Officers Severely Excori- 
ated for Unlawful Acts—An Interesting 
Decision Afiecting the Rights of Railroad 
Stockhol ders—Judge Lubke on a Question 
of Administration—Matters in Litigation 
To-Day. 


Judge Dillon to-day rendered his decision 
upon the application of Oppenheim & Co. of 
New York to set aside the recent election of di- 
rectors of the St. Louis & San Francisco Rail- 
road Company. The Court hands down a de- 
cree declaring that Edward L. Oppenheim was 
elected a director of the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Railroad Company at the election in May 
and that Russell Sage was not elected. 
The election is not set aside, but Mr. Oppen- 
heim steps into the seat of Mr. Sage who had 
the lowest number of votes. The petition and 
the evidence warrant the conclusion that if 
the plaintiff, Oppenbeim, had been declared 


elected a director he would have had no 
reason to ask the court to Inquire into 
the validity or regularity of the election. 
All who voted for Mr. Oppenheim 
voted for him alone. They knew that there 
were thirteen directors to be elected, and con- 
sequently must have conceded to the otner 
voters the rigbt to elect the other twelve. It 
was adinitted that 
VOTES ENOUGH WERE CAST 
at the election for Mr. Oppenheim to elect him 
if Oppenheim & Co. were entitled to vote 
the stock that stood in their names onthe 
books of the company on the 9th of April 
when the books closed, but which they had 
sold between that date andthe date of the 
election. The intention of the Legislature 
was that the person in whose name the stock 
stands on the books of a corporation on 
the day of the election shall be entitled to 
vote it if it has so stood for thirty days 
previous to the election, notwithstanding that 
he may bave sold it and transferred the cer- 
tificates before the election. If the books are 
not conclusive evidence of ownership, there is 
opened up a great field of controversy at 
ever election in determining who are 
entitied to vote. When a person 
buys stock between the closing of the 
olis and the day of election he 
des sO knowing that the right to vote the 
stock remains in the former owner, so that he 
is not deceived atall. Thisisthe general un- 
derstanding onthe Stock Exchange in New 
York. ‘The stock did not stand in the name of 
Oppenheim & Co., on the books the day of the 
election, the man having charge of the 
books having allowed entries to be made 
showing a transfer from Oppenheim & Co., to 
Mr. Seligman. The company had a by-law to 
the effect that the transfer books should be 
ciosed for not less than thirty days prior to 
the annual meeting of the stockholders. The 
Frisco company gave notice that the books 
would be closed on the 9th of April and not 
opened until the 18th of ay, after 
the election. No transfers were shown to have 
been made between the 9th of April and the 
day of the election, except the one instance 
on the 10th of May, the day before the elec- 
tion. If the by-law was valid and in force it is 
clear that the person making the entries of 
transfer on May 10 was not only ; 
ACTING WITHOUT AUTHORITY, 
butin express violation of authority, and no 
legal effect can be given to his acts. If the 
by-law closing the books thirty days before 
the election should be held invalid, and the 
transfer made on the books on the 10th of May 
recognized, a case would exist appealing very 
strongly to the Court to set aside the election. 
To allow transfers to be made on the books 
the day before the election sufficient to 
control the election would be a deception and 
afraud. It is noanswer to say that no one 
else applied during those thirty days to have 
transiers made. fter the passage of the by- 
law and published notice of the closing of the 
books noone would think of applying fora 
transfer. To allow the officers of a corporation 
to prescribe rules for the stockholders, and 
then to allow such officers to grant to 
their friends among the stockholders privi- 
leges in violation of such rules for the pur- 
vse of controlling the election of direotors 
s something that smacks too strongly of 
triccery and deception to be tolerated in any 
court of justice. The retusal to 
allow petitioners to the stock 
books during the days 
preceding the election was a high-handed 
violation of the law and was evidently done 
to defeat the election of Mr. Oppenhelm. 
While it is perfectly proper for one or more 
stockholders to oppose the election of any 
man as a director, yet they cannot goto tne 
extent of depriving him o vo d right guaran- 
teed bim by the law. Especially is this true 
when the opposing stockholders are officers 
of the corporation, and by virtue of their of- 
fice are in a position to 
PLACE UNLAWFUL OBSTACLES 
in the way of the candidate they are opposing. 
It does not come with good grace for them to 
say that the reault of the eiection would not 
have been changed if the petitioners had 
seen the books. he directors, elected as a 
result of unlawful acts, are enjoying the fruits 
of illegal conduct. The evidence showed that 
the highest officers of the company were 
aware of the fact that the petitioners were 
denied access to the books, and some of them 
were among the directors elected. If the books 
were not withheld by their direction, !t cer- 
tainly was with their consent. The decree 
deciaring Mr. Oppenheim elected in place of 
Mr. Sage, who received the lowest number of 
votes among the other twelve, will give full 
relief to the petitioners. 
Judge Dillon thinks that the evidence showed 
that as between Oppenheim & Co. and their 
customers and the persons from whom they 
borrowed, they were the legal owners of the 
stock standing in their names, their only ob- 
ligation to their customers or lenders being to 
turn over when called for, or return an equal 
number of shares of the same stock and not 
the identicai stock. 
AN APPEAL. 
Counsel for the various parties in interest 
were presentin court when the decision was 
announced, and it was stated that an appeal 
would be taken. 


A Question of Administration. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision in 
the suit ot E. C. Tittman, public administra- 
tor, against Albert G. Edwards, admiuistrator 
of the estate of Patrick Grogan, deceased. 


The court renders judgment that the motio 

ofthe Public Administrator for revocation o 
the letters of Gen. Edwards as administrator 
of the estate be  overruled,, and it 
is ordered to do certified to the 
Probate Court with judgment against the 
Public Administrator and the surety on his 
appeal bond for costs.

Senator Cullom’s Fourth of July Oration at 
Saybrook, Lil. 


SAYBRROOK, III., July 5.—Senator Cullom 
delivered the Fourth of July oration here be. 
tore a large audience. On- coming down to 
the questions of the present, he said, in part: 
This country has been called the lund of the 
free and the asylum of the oppressed. So jt 
has been, so itis now; but it is not and should 
not be allowed to be the dumplag ground 


for all the aupers and criminals 
of other lands. The time hag 
come when the bars of our country 


should be put up and fastened against meh 
Imposition. It should have been done betore 
now. We invite all to come with honest pur. 
ses, to be law-abiding citizens who can care 
or themselves and will labor for the upbulg. 
ing of good government. But we have no 
place for fugitives from justice, for dynuinirers 
or lawless classes of any character. We taiy 
about protection of human industry and hong 
labor, yet home labor, either native or natur- 
alized, cannot be protected wulle the gates 
of our ports of entry are opened wide 10 
the tens of thousands of persons ent 
here by otner countries to lighten their ow, 
burdens. limmigration should not be stopped 
but it should be regulated, and so regulated 
ghat the 68,000,000 persons now in thia country 
engaged in gainful occupations should not be 
thrown out of employment or forced to ae. 
cept wages which will not support them and 
their families, and give them a (fair chanes in 
the race of life. 

One of the great problems of the day is the 
labor problem. It is not @ party question; it 
isa problem demanding the greatest wisdom 
and the highest statesmanship. Every jabor. 
ing man should have his reasonable share of 
the profits of his labor, and the questions 
arising between employer aud employed, be. 
tween labor and capital, be adjusied on tue 


basis of right. The condition that has 
existed for the last few years should 
not be allowed to continue, if it 
can be avoided by any legislative, 


executive, or judicial action, or by ati com- 
biged. There can be found a remedy for ex- 
isting evils. Men must live and they must let 
live, and if employers and employed would 
feel the force of the obligation that rests upon 
each, there would be less friction and more 
protit to all concerned. The people of tie 
country ought not to be taxed more than the 
needs of the Government require to meet its 
obligations.’’ 

The Senator also gave his views upon the 
interstate commerce law, much in the same 
form as before the Grain Dealers’ Association 
last week.

THE OAK BRIDGE RIOTS. 


Twelve Negroes Shot or Hanged by Indig- 
pant White Citizens. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disparton. « 

NEW ORLEANS, July 5.—As particulars of the 
recent riot at Oak Ridge come in, the number 
of negroes killed increases. The frstinforma- 
tion of the affair was that on the morning of 
June Ja posse conveying to jall a prisoner, a 
negro charged with criminal assault on a white 
woman, was fired on by acrowd of negroes, 


and that two of the posse were 
wounded; that after the shooting the 
negroes went into a cabin about two 
miles from town. Officers were sent to 


arrest them, and in getting close to the cabin 
were fired on and C. W. Higginbotham was 
killed and Constables Conger, Gardner and 
Baker dangerously wounded. In the fight, 
Baldwin and one son and four other negroes 
were killed. This account was correct so far 
as it went, but it did not cover all the facts. 
Four of the negroes who managed to escape 
froin the cabin were subsequently captured and 
hanged. On Monday two other nerroes were 
captured and jailed. The whites held a public 
meeting and decided to hang one of them. 
This was done openly at 5 p. m. The other 
negro, having establisbed his innocence, was 
discharged. The total number killed was 
thirteen, twelve negroes and one white man. 
Several of the negroes implicated in the riot 
escaped, but at last accounts they were being 
closely pursued, with the Intention of hanging 
them if they are caught.

Paris, June %4.—I have just had the pleasure 
of examining a very magnificent set of dresses 
made for a wealthy American lady by Madame 
Gilles, whose house is well known to many of 
our transatlantic belles, and who has fur- 
nished some very beautiful toilettes, she tells 
me, for prominent ladies of St. Louis. The 
elegant costumes that were recently shown to 
me form part of the trousseau of a young 
widow of Baltimore, Mrs. Rayner, who is 
about to espouse Mr. Altmann of Buffalo, 
President of the Alumni Association 
of Cornell University. 1 have 
never seen the bride-elect, but I am told that 
she is very beautiful, petite and delicate in 
form and graceful in carriage. The first dress 
shown me was a visiting costume in mouse 
gray velvet. The skirt was laid in large flat 
pleats, parting at one side to showa breadth 
of the velvet embroidered all over with scat- 
tered palms in gray silk and steel beads. A 
narrow panel in the same embroidery adorned 
the other side of the skirt. The short, wide- 
sleeved wrap was embroidered all over to 
match the skirt panels, and was 
edged with wide bands of chinchilla fur. 
With this dress is to be carried a tiny velvet 
muff, with a cbinchilla head on one side. 
Another visiting dress nad the back and side 
breadths in heavy black faille, laid in wide, 
flat plaits. The skirt front was in dark helio- 
trope velvet, set closely all over with long 
crystal pendants or pampilles of a deep 
amethysthue. Twocorsages were provided 
for this dress. One was in plain helio trope 
velvet for street wear; the other was in 
black faille, with sleeves and plastron in 
black silk guipure, hung with amethyst 
pampilles, and was intended for small even- 
ing entertainments. The short dolman wrap 
was in heliotrope velvet, entirely covered 
with crystal pampilles. The effect of these 
closely set and glistening pendants, quivering 
and sparkling with every movement of the 
wearer, was exceedingly effective, while the 
subdued color of the whole hindered any 
garishness or over showiness. A morning 
dress in white French fallle was made witha 
long train and loose hanging sleeves over 
close-fitting under ones. Bands of beaver 
bordered the front of the robe and both 
sets of dresses, the skirt partingin front over 
graceful curved draperies of the same mate- 


rialasthe dress. The effectof the dark fur 
on the soft, creamy white of the falle was 
altogether charming.

AN UNPRECEDENTED FEAT. 


— — 


Illumination of Mount Hood, the Tallest 
Snow-Covered Peak in Oregon. 


PORTLAND, Ore., July 5.—For the Fourth ot 
July celebration yesterday Portland undertook 
and successfully carried out an unprecedented 
featin the way of fireworks. It was no less 
than the illumination of the Summit of Mount 
Hood, the tallest snow-covered peak in Ore- 


gon, 12,720 feet high. This was done 
at exactly 11:30 last night and 
the light was plainly seen in this 


city, a distance of fifty-one milesina straight 
line. The illuminating agent was 100 pounds 
of ordinary red fire. The task wus accom- 
plished by William G. Steele, a local explorer 
of some note, assisted by Nelson W. Durham 
ofthe Oregonian staff and five others. The 
party left here Friday morning last and 
camped Saturday night atthe snow line. From 
there tothe summit the journey was made on 


foot over the soft snow and in some 
places hard ice, and in others 
where steps must be cut with hatchets, 


and two dangerous crevasses must becrossed. 
sesides five of the party nad each to curry 
twenty pounds of redfire in addition to tue 
blankets. The arrangement, when they ieft 
here, was for two of the party to remain on 
the summit all night in order to touch off the 
fire. This, of course, they must have done, 
and it is the first time that a human being 
spent the nighton the summit of the moun- 
tain. The illutnin ation was also seen in East- 
ern Oregon, a distance of seventy-five miles. 
The party began the descent of the mountain 
this morning.

THREE ASSAULTS. 


A SEQUEL OF THE sr. LOUIS SHOE AND 
SLIPPER COMPANY STRIKE. 


Carl Erichsson Swears Out a Warrant 
Against Jack McGarr, a Walking Dele- 
gate of the Shoemakers’ Union—A Wo- 
man Assaulted—Two Boys Charge the 
Strikers With Waylaying and Beating 
Them — The Strikers’ Statements — The 
Charges Denied. 


Carl Erichsson, living at 19th street and 
Franklin avenue and employed at the factory 
of the St. Louis Shoe and Slipper Company, 
applied at the Four Courts for a warrant for 
the arrest of Jack McGarr, a walking delegate 
of the Shoemakers’ union. 

Erichsson says that last night about 9 
o’clock, as he was leaving his yard, after 
having descended his stairs, with a pitcher in 
his band, he was jumped upon from behind 
by McGarr and struck in the face. He turned 
quickly and grappled his assailant by the lapels 
of the coat. The two men struggled until 
Mrs. Erichsson, hearing the noise of the scuffle, 
came from her room and endeavored to pull 
McGarr from her husband. Upon this Erichs- 
son states that McGarr released his hold of 
Erichsson and struck the woman in the face, 
knocking herdown. A young man, a friend 
of the Erichssons, had followed the wife down 
stairs and he joined the husband 
in the resistance to McGarr. The 


delegate it is alleged then broke frum the men 


and ran, leaving in Erichsson’s grasp one-half 
of his coat, which had been torn asunder in 
the effort to escape. 

Erishsson further sald that while this was 
the first attackupon him, he bad frequently 
been verbally abused by the members 
of the Shoemakers’ Union, who had 
recently gone on a strike from the establish- 
ment of the St. Louis Shoe and Slipper Com- 
pany. Erichsson wasamong the number of 
men who bad taken the place of the strikers. 
He says to-day that his wife is confined to her 
bed from the effects of the blow which MoGarr 
gave her. 

MR. F. H. GERDES, 
the secretary of the company, said that Erichs- 
son was not the only employe of the company 
that the striking hands had assauited. Two 
Hung men named Frank Bauer and John 

Opfeld were called into the office and told to 
tell their story. Bauer acted as the spokes- 
man. He said: We were going home Satur- 
day afternoon at 4:30, Hopfeld and I, and had 
just gottothe corner of Fourth and Wash 
streets, when two strikers came up to us.’’— 

How did you know they were strikers?’’ 

I had seen them at work here before they 
struck. They told us they were strikers and 
asked us to come up in their hall where the 
meeting was and let them talk to us. Isaid 
‘No,’ and then one ot the fellows struck me 
in the face and the other hit me behind the 
head. They knocked Hopfeld down.“ 

„res, said Hopfeld, aud they kicked 
me in the face when I was down. That was 
the first time they ever jumped on us, but 
they used to follow us and call ‘scab’ after us 
often.’’ 

THE SRTIKERS’ DENIAL. 

After hearing the above statements the re- 
porter went to the meeting place of the 
strikers. McGarr was not there and had not 
been there since yesterday. The men could of 
course say nothing rexarding the alleged 
trouble of lastnight. They concurred, how- 
ever, in saying that it was not like Jack McGarr 
to jumponaman from behind and without 
provocation. 

Regarding the statements of Bauer and 
Hopfeid they said that the young men 


had promised in the morning to come 
up to the strikers’ meeting in the 
evening, and when they showed a disposi- 


tion to go back on this promise, it had so ex- 
as perated two of the younger strikers, whose 
places the boys had filled, that hot words and 
finally a quarrel, resulting in blows, ensued. 
They denied waylaying and assaulting the 
young men without provocation, 
THE STRIKE * 

of the employes of the St. Louis Shoe & Slip- 
per Company was inaugurated about three 
weeks ago to secure the discharge of a non- 
union workman. The company instead of 
treating with the strikers began after some re- 
pairs to bire new hands. At the time of the 
strike there were thirty-two men and thirty- 
six girls working forthe company. The man- 
agement now claims to have thirty men and 
twenty girls at work andtobe ableto get 
more when they need them. The strikers 
continue to meet and hope ultimateiy to carry 
their point. The above charges are the first 
that have been brought against them, and 
they strenuously deny them.

“AN OLD CRANK.” 


No Salutes Fired to Independence Day on 
Governor’s Island. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcn. 

NEW YORK, July 5.—For the first time since 
the establishment of the United States Army 
post on Governor’s Island the Battery there 
failed to give morning and evening salutes to 
Independence Day. A big crowd gathered 
on the Battery last night to hear the patriotic 
message from the old guns at Castle William, 


but the old guns had nothing to say. The 
noon salute was fired as usual. The reason 
that the salutes were omitted this year is 
because Gen. Benet has decided that there 
is not enough powder in the possession of the 
government. This is the reason also that the 
sunset and sunrise guns, which used to seta 
sort of time of day to all the bav, have been 
abandoned forthe past three months. It is 
also the reason why the American forts did 
not answer the courteous salute from the 
French flagship when she came into port a few 
weeks ago. Gen. Beuet's reasons strike army 
ofiicers as somewhat peculiar, to say the least. 
There is any quantity of powder at Fort 


Behuyler, ort Hamilton and Wads- 
worth. At Fort Hamilton there is 80 
much of it that when the supply 


was brought up out of the cellars not long ago, 
to keep from getting mouldy, all the open 
space in the fort was filled with the barrels. 
The amount required-for each gun, for a sa- 
lute, is about one-half a pound. There are 
hundreds of tons in these forts. Moreover, 
in case of war, this powder would ba abso- 
lutely worthless. Much of it was made at the 
time of the war, and powder deteriorates 
20 a! that by this time a dozen pounds 
of it would N 8 a cannon-bali 
as many rods. It is hardly probable that 
this old powder will be again used for salutes. 
It is good for nothing except for salutes. 
Shipping masters in the harbor, to whom the 
gunset-gun was a signal to hang out their 
lights, are inclined to think that Gen. Benet 


is an old crank.’’ The failure to give the 
usual s is not unlikely to cause a disaster 
some of these nights.

How a Press Operator in New York Reports 
Base Ball Games. 


From the New York Times. 

In asmall rear room ofa house that over- 
looks one of the base ball parks of New York a. 
young man sat yesterday afternoon at a tele- 
graph instrument rigged up on the window 
sill. He was in his shirt-sleeves and waveda 
palm-leaf fan vigorously, while a big jug of ice 
cold lemonade stood at his elbow. From his 


seat by the window he could obtain afair view 
of the outfield, but an ancient willow tree, with 
massive trunk and dense foliage, obstructed a 
sight of the home plate and infleld,save whena 
breath of sultry air moved the branches. Then 
only a fleeting glance was obtainable. Just on 
the high board fence, fifty feet distant, the 
bleaching boards sloped down to the diamond 
edge and the ‘‘cuss’’ words, cheers and hisses 
from the S hundreds who were 
packed there were heard as distinctly as 
though be had been perched on the top of the 
fence behind the crowd. The fixtures in that 
little rear room three flights up constituted 
the base ball telegraph office of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Telegraph Company. 

From that stuffy little station, known to less 
than half a dozen persons in New York, the 
result of each game by innings is telegraphed 
on the Baltimore & Ohio lines to their furthest 
extremity, supplying information to hundreds 
of pool rooms, tickers and newspapers. The 
Western Union Company has a contract with 
the managers of nearly all the race tracks and 
Dall tpn aw insuring them the exclusive tele- 
graphic privileges of the season. This bars 
out the Baltimore & Ohio except where 
they can obtain the information 
for their customers in some sur- 
reptitious way. When the present season 
opened the Baitimore & Ohio placed the mat 
ter of securing base ball reports from this par- 
ticular ground in the hands of a bright young 
man who is known as a first-class press opera- 
tor. He surveyed the grounds and then rented 
a room at $5 per month for the season from 
two deaf old ladies who occupy a flat over- 


looking the grounds. The young gentleman is 
a mystery to a great many of his friends.

GOV. GORDON’S MESSAGE, 


Important Recommendations Regarding the 
Colored University of Georgia. 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 5.—The are several feat- 
ures of the message which Gov. Gordon will 
send to the Legislature to-morrow likely to 
attract national attention, and none more 80 
than the. attitude which he purposesto take 
in regard to the Atlanta University. This 
institution is for colored students, and is 
taught by white professors, who mix their 


own children in with the negroes. Gov. Gor- 
don’s idea is to give the State aid of $8,000 per 
annum to a purely negro University, taught 
by negro rofessors, thus cutting off the 
offending whites. The Governor renews his 
plea that the convict leases be abolished and 
that the convicts be put upon the public 
works. He declares the agitation for the pay- 
ment of the repudiated bonds to bein that 
the barriers in the way of pay- 
ment are insurmountable. He will call 
attention to the barbarous condition of the 
prisons throughout the State and will urge 
more humane treatment of the prisoners. 
Upon the question of prohibition, which just 
now supplants Democracy, he will be strange- 
ly silent. There is astrong effort being made 
to get him to insert a recommendation for 
more extended annuities to ex-Confederate 
soldiers under the guise of artificial limbs, the 
idea being to give the commutation for such 
articles to the soldiers direct.

CELESTIAL FIREWORKS AND TITIPU DIG-

The Mikado“ Wins Over the Outside At- 
tractions at the Cave—A Splendid Per- 
formance of the Charming Opera—An 
Excellent Audience Welcomes the Favor- 
ite Musical Oddity—Points About the 
Summer Gardens, 


It was nip and tuck between the Mikado 
and the Fourth at the Cave last even- 
ing. The contest was a lively one and Gilbert’s 
keen satirical hits, and Sullivan’s melodious 
numbers were given to arattling accompani- 
ment of fire-crackers, bombs, rockets, roman 
candles and torpedoes. Sometimes the pyro- 
tectionies were on top and sometimes the wit 
and music, but eventually the opera won. 

The rival attractions of the Cave were many 
at the parks and private residences,in the coun- 
try and at hosts of resorts which offered spe- 
cial entertainment, but the popular garden 
held its own and had the largest audience for 
the Fourth that has beeniniton that date in 
years. It wasasplendid audience in point of 
mumbers and quality, and it seemed that the 
charming Japanese musical oddity never had 
so much entertainment in it for the public. 
The points of the lipretto and the beauties of 
the score were caught up with the enthusiasm 
and keen sense of appreciation which gener- 
ally greets a clever novelty. This was not to 
be wondered at, however, for notwithstand- 
ing the short time the company had to prepare 
the work, to which some of the members were 
entirely new, the opera was given with a dash- 


ing spirit, intelligence and effectiveness such 
as are found onty in the best organizations and 
musically and dramatically it was finely inter 

preted. It was handsomely mounted, also, the 
costumes displaying a rich picturesqueness 
which gave the scenes the reality of life in the 
flowery kingdom of the Mikado. 

Often asthe exquisite and delightfully odd 
opera may be heard every repetition reveals 
new beauties in the music and new depths of 
satire in the lines. The gems of solo, concerted 
piece, and chorus swing with rythmic and 
sensuous melody through one’s mind and the 
memory of the captivating airs are renewed 
with a pleasure which never palls or wearies. 
Laughter and applause followed every gem of 
the performance and before the end of the 
opera the audience was in such thorough sym- 
pathy with the stage that the more delicate 
points scored witha whang which indicated 
center hits. 

The cast presented some remarkably strong 
features,in several respects being unsurpassed 
in strength and effectiveness. The original 
production of the ‘‘Mikado’’ atthe Cave has 
rone into local history as in many points the 
best that ever has been given since. Inthe 
original cast were George Denham and Alice 
May, and in their lines they have not been 
beaten. Denham makes a broad, grotesque 
and irresistibly comical Ko-Ko, and while he 
might give a more deliberate and poiated 
rendering of his lines with better effect, his 
impersonation is thoroughly amusing and 
strong. With an ovation at his entrance he 
kept the audience in a roar all the time he was 
on*the stage. 

Alice May is an ideal Katisha. She has 
grasped the mock heroic character of the part 
with an intelligence which is admirable, and 
she gives it expression so delicate] and yet 
graphically outlined that her effort must be 
put down as an artistic triumph. There was 
not a line of it that was not superbly done. 

Mr. Wolff’s Poo-Bah was a capital piece of 
work. This character is of a kind that requires 
unusual intelligence and a deliberate and 
pompous delivery, which will express the fine 
satire on personal pride and vanity it em- 
bodies, and Mr. Wolff met every requirement 
with an effectiveness which made his work a 
hit from beginning to end. Mr. John G. Bell’s 
Pish-Tush was well sung and well acted 
throughout, while the Mikado of Mr. Shack- 
ford was excelient. 

The ‘‘three little maids’’ were all new to 
their work and therefore labored under the 
difticulty of hasty preparation, but the result 
was attractive and ro ar Miss Searle 
was not entirely familiar with her part of 
Yum-Yum, but she sang the music with a 
sweetness and power which captured the audi- 
ence. Miss Murtha Porteous’ Pitti-Sing was 
graceful, charming and piquant, and she 
posed and tripped around the stage with an 
abandon which made the saucy Jap a success, 
while her musical numbers were enthusiast- 
ically encored. Miss Agnes Evans’ Peep-Bo
